r l he word seed appears a lot in the 

r Scriptures. We hear of the seed of Adam, 
the seed of Abraham, the seed of Isaac 
and Jacob. Just about every normal, 

healthy Biblical male had seed. 

Now seed here doesn't mean seed like you 
put in your lawn. It means something much dirt¬ 
ier, which should only be discussed in private, by 
qualified Christian adults. One thing we can say 

about seed, though, right out here on paper, is that 

it belongs in ONE PLACE and ONE PLACE ONLY.

Luckily Abraham, Isaac, Jacob, and Company 
knew where to put their seed, or we'd be in plenty 
of trouble today!

As in a dream, everyone froze, swords and staves in mid 
thrust, watching Caiaphas, who held the Master’s arm behind 
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His back with his left hand, while his right pressed the deadly 
hlade of Roman steel against the pale white column of the 

Master's throat. 

I shall never know why I turned at that moment to look at 
Judas. Perhaps I was thinking, even then, that however much 
I adored the Master for His gentleness, I dared to wish He 
possessed some of the Iscariot strength, anger, and fierceness. 

On the black-bearded, hawk-like handsome face of my old 
love, the Zealot, the flickering torch light performed a pas¬ 
sion play of emotions. 

True, the Master had stolen away the heart of His own 
true love, me, and against this Judas’ proud heart cried out 
for vengeance. And yet, tbat was a Roman sword, at the throat 

of a fellow Israelite. . . 

Quicker than the heat pf a passionate heart, Judas lept 

forward, in his hand a hlade forged true in Judah, on his lips 

the old battle cry, “For Zion!” 

The startled Caiaphas turned, releasing the Master, and 
lashed out at his attacker. Judas’ aim was true—his naked 

blade pierced the chest of the evil high priest—yet with the 

desperate dying strength of the damned, Caiaphas, too, thrust 
home, and Judas fell, his blood gushing forth like a river of 
scarlet honor. 

Heedless of danger, I ran to him, from my hiding place, 
flung myself down beside him, and cradled his head in my 
lap. I bent to kiss, one last time, those brave familiar lips, 
and heard him whisper, faintly, “The feet. Mary. The feet.” 

More completely defeated than they might have been by 

twelve legions of angels, the High Priest’s officers and troops 

withdrew, and faded into the night. 

The Master stood beside us a while, but could sav noth-

Together with his 

Apostles, He, too, wandered away down the mountain side, 

in the silence of bitter-sweet triumph. 

And all that long night, I washed the feel of Judas with his 
own heart’s blood, and dried them with my hair, until day 
broke over the Judean hills, and Jose ph of Aramethea, an 
old friend, came and took away his body, to prepare it for 
burial. It had already, I explained to Joseph, been annointed. 

And now the second Sabbath of Passover is over, and it is 
Sunday morning, before dawn. And I am standing in the 
Garden, beside the tomb of Judas.
